Evidence of the cxtetopec of animal 
forms which were alive some hundreds 
of millions of years ago, said ^thc Speak- 
er, fonic from three sourcï*— fossils, 
evolution o( anUnaLs. and the recapi- 
tulaMon of certain animaJS such as 
the froR, of their whole dcvclopmen'. 
from a lower form. Prom evidence of 
These kinds *T find that the original 
form of the Chordata, the ph.vlum to 
which man belongs, had about the 
same dc?rec of orpanizauon as the 
common ewthworm. Such an anima! 
was amphioxus. who had simple cxcre- 
torj', blocd-vasculivr. and feeding sys- 
tems. 

.Simple Feeding System 

Thi.1 Utter function was caxried out 
by means of passing » flow of water 
tiirough tltc pullet by the mouth, and 
out again by the gills where food parti- 
cles were collected by a sort of sieve. 
Between amphioxus and the lampreys 
T\-c have no record of an intermediate 
form. , These animals, partly parasitic, 
arr considerably lorpcr than amphioxui 
and so found the sieve system of get- . 
ting food to be inadequate. Acccrd- j 
ingly, they developed the ability loj 
chast after their food and catch it Inj 
their mouths. In the lamprey.' also. ' 
was first found evidence of pigmented 
blood, that u blooci coniaining haenio- 
i;la()in.

posed surfaxsc to the body volume. The j 
blood system was improved by the ad- 1 
riitlon of a single hear, whic!-; pumped 
the blood lo the complc.\ branching 
hiooc capillaries. Here too appeared 
the first b.-ain. made up of a hoiiow 
cavity at the bottom of which was a 
thickness in the wall, and throughout ' 
the thin upper cortex of which were ■ 
.îmaller thick parts comprising a ic: o; 
paired eyes, jjaired na.;al organs ami 
organs of balance. 

The ne.M stage in the devciupmeiii ol . 
vertebrates was a strengthening of the j 
body wall by the formation of ribs and ' 
body cartilage.

.Mark Twain wa.s uorn :n 133Ô, in 
I the town of Hannibal, Lit-tJc t& known 
I of his actual, life, but his books have 
i lott an indellblo impression upwi the 
I annals of literal^ history. His. writing 
I was greatly influenced by h s .\o- 
qualntajicc with Artomus Ward and 
Brett Hnrlc. 

Mr. Rolffcnjitehi's talk w^s seasoned 
with little humoiwiui cxccrptâ from 
Tw-aln's more successful works.

Al wlwt Is probably the lilghllghl of lo<;al hockey, the 
Intcr-olty . battle between Marooas and Canadiens, the atlcndancc last 
week was somewha.t under 7,600, while at an amateur double-header on 
Sunday there were over 10,000 fans In the Forum.

It's all right in cities like Chicago, New York, Boijton, and other great 
centres of population In the United Slates to piibllclTic their professional 
teams, and to draw anywhere from thirly to sixty thousand fans to a fwl- 
ball game, but can you sec ollles like Sartila. and Hamilton doini; the same 
sort of tiling. The upkeep of a profcMlwial Ica.m demands gates of fiotri 
six U» ton limes the number of psoplc who go to see a. football game in 
Canada. It Is well' enough lo say that If the tiiiallty of the football Is Im- 
proved the crowds will Inoreaec, but when you slop lo consider the rela- 
tive numbers of football nolng people In the Unltixl States and In Canada, 
you can easily see why professional football can not be mwie a siicccss 
In tills coiuitry. Promoters can pay for a few stars, but they cannot pay 
for the upkeep of a whole team, and as only last week the A.A.U, of 
Canada voted against allowing amatcurn and profe.v.lonals to play to- 
gether, we still assert that the problem of finding a solution lo the, situa- 
tion Is dllTlcull. '\

compa.re the attendance between N.H,L. hockey crowds and those of 
the Senior Group. At wliat is probably the highlight of local hockey, the 
Inter-olty battle between Maroons and Canadiens, the attendance last 
waeic wiA somewhat under 7,i500, while at an amateur double-header on 
Sunday there were over 10,000 fans In the Porum.
